‘Che Boyne 


Boyne salmon anglers, as well as the 
net commercial people, are exceedingly 
well pleased that the Blackcastle hatchery, 
which has done splendid work in re-stock- 
ing the Boyne and its tributaries with 
salmon fry and trout fry for a long 
number of years, is not to be scrapped. 
In the past three breeding seasons the 
hatchery average an output of about 
700,000 salmon fry and 50,000 brown trout 


fry. 

The hatchery, which has been bought 
out by Captain Fitzherbert, whose people 
erected the first hatchery: of the Boyne 
many years ago, and Mr. Alexander 
Maguire, another public-spirited member 
of the Drogheda Board of Conservators, 
has offered to pay half of the running ex- 


. About £1,200 was spent by the - 
Free Sta 


te fishery department equipping 
the hatchery, and the running cost was 
about £100 per annum—a very small sum 
for the vast amount of benefit to the river. 
The hatchery will be run this season, any- 
way. Perhaps, the coming Fishery Bill— 
the drastic provisions of which have been 
go much anticipated—will make provision 
for the State hatcheries which anglers al! 
over the country are clamouring for. 

The Fitzherberts started a hatchery at 
Blackcastle so far back as 1894, and many 
experiments were made there with Rhenish 
ova, Loch Leven ova and rainbow trout, 
some of the latter attaining a weight of 
14 pounds and then disappearing. 

From the rod-fishing point of view, the 
Boyne tidal waters are very much over- 
netted—that is, between Drogheda and 
the sea. 

The Boyne opens to rod-fishers on 
February 12 and closes on September 15. 
It is essentially a spring salmon river, the 
best of the rod-fishing being over by the 
beginning of June,

Father Mathew 


How many people really know anything 
more about Father Mathew than his 
name? Last Saturday marked the anni- 
versary of his birth. Related to the 
family of the Earls of Liandaff, he was 
ordained in 1814, and was appointed to 
a missionary charge at Cork, where his 
zeal and earnestness secured a large follow- 
ing, both of rich and poor. — Hé estab- 
lished a benevolent institution in Cork on 
the lines of the Society of St. Vincent de 
Paul. In 1838 he became president of a 
new temperance: society, and soon gained 
no fewer than 150,000 converts to total 
abstinence in the Cork district. 

Success made him extend his work to the 
West of Ireland, where he was followed 
by huge crowds, and in time his influence 
covered the greater part of Ireland. He 
himself was a heavy financial loser by his 
crusade; for he was a large shareholder 
in a Southern distillery company, which 
had to close down. 

His services were eventually recognised 
by the State, and he was awarded a Civil 
List pension of £500 a year. —IUl-health

This new one stands for ‘ Road Sense.’ ” 

The training of children in road sense 
is as important as any other part of their 
education. Some years ago lectures from 
‘‘ traffic cops’’ were a regular feature in 
Public Elemertary schools in the North. 
and possibly they still are. But what has 
been done in the Free State? 

Recentlv it was announced that in a 
eircular issued by the Department of 
Education in April, 1934, teachers were 
urged to give talks in the form of con- 

rsution lessons to the pupils in the 
third and higher standards on the traffic 
dangers which arise in streets and roads. 
This advice has been repeated in a recent 
circular issued by the Department as part 
of the safety first campaign, in which the 
Department of Local Government and 
Public Health is associated with the 
Department of Education. 


A Mistake 


HE Departments of Education and 

Local Government are making a mis- 
take if they think they are going to save 
lives by issuing circulars, particularly 
circulars “in English and Trish.” 

They have issued over 300,000 copies 
of a four-page bilingual leaflet containing 
simple rules, in the form of warnings, 
designed to make children alert and care- 
ful in their use of public highways. 

In a circular accompanying the leaflets 
it has been explained “ that the leaflet 
should be distributed to the children of 
all standards from second standard up- 
wards inclusive ; that it should be read by 
all children who are able to read it, and 
should be read for children not yet able

Almost 
curtly he told his friend, the Baroness Eva 
Yon Biixen Finecke, who had flown from 
Europe in the Hindenburg in the hope of 
p crossing with him, that he could not risk 
carrying any extra weight. ~ 
lt wus lucky tor mex as things turned ont, 
but it showed the strength of the airman’s 
ambition. His failure, when he was forced 
down in the Atlantic late on Wednesday 
evening in the vicinity of the Imbrin, was 
due to no human frailty. 


HARD LUCK 

‘It was terribly hard lack all right,” he 
said. “ Although 1 was feeling very tired 
I knew 1 was near Ireland, and could have 
kept on, but for the failure of the coolin 
apparatus. My engine was red-hot, and 
had to go down and take my chance in the 
water. There was nothing wrong with my 
petrol feed, and | had enough to bring me 
to Sweden. 

“1 don’t know what would have hap 
had I not sighted the trawler; it was pro 
the most welcome sight of my life.”

SKIPPER’S ACCOUNT 

The thread of the pilot’s story was taken

| "plane circled over the trawler several times 
before it landed in the sea about a quarter 
of a mile away.. When the trawler was 
rushed at full speed towards the machine the 
aviator was standing out on a wing, and the 
“plane was sinking by the nose. 
ij “We threw him a hife-line, and he caught 
it and made it fast to the ‘plane. Then he 
jamped, and we threw him a second line 
and dragged him aboard. He was almost 
half-drowned and unconscious, and when we 
saw that the sight ot food was likely to 
make him ill, we put tim in a bunk.” 
Captain Oillic mentioned that they en- 
deavoured to tow the submerged ‘plane to- 
wards Valentia, but it began to break up, 
and the tow rope was cut, thus allowing it 
to sink. It was not until Thursday that 
the airman knew what had happened, ór 
where he was. 

Bijoerkvail managed to save, as a memento, 
one of the tail rudders of his plane and 
a few books.

IMPRESSIVE CITY 
_ SCENE 


PROCESSION OVER A 
MILE LONG 


HE remains of the ‘three Dublin firemen, 
iy Peter McArdle, Robert Malone and 
Thomas Nugent, who lost their lives in 
an outbreak of fire at Pearse street on Mon- 
day uight, were interred on Saturday in 
Glasnevin Cemetery. 
The funeral, which took place from West- 
land Row Church, where the remains had 
lain overnight, ‘to Glasnevin, was neatly a 
mile long, and st took almost thrée-quarters 
of an hour to pass a given point. It passed 
through the heart of the city, and while the 
cortége moved slowly along the wide 
thoroughfares to the strains of funeral 
marches all traffic was aí a standstill and 
business was suspended. Flags flew at half- 
mast from public buildings and business 
houses. 

That the feelings evoked by the tragically 
brave circumstances of their death were not 
confined to this country was indicated by 
the presence of representatives of Fire 
Brigades from Engiand and Scotland, in- 
cluding the Chiefs of the London Fire Bri- 
gade, Captain Wilson and Captain Johnson. 

Mr. de Valera, President of the 
Executive Council of the Free State; Mr. 
Sean T. O’Kelly, T.D., Vice-President and 
Minister for Local Government and Public. 
Health; the Lord Mayor, Alderman A. 
Byrne, T.D. ; members of the Dail, and repre- 
sentatives of public bodies in the city and 
Fire Brigades from the surrounding counties 
were among the congregation at the Requiem 
Mass and afterwards took part in the 
funeral. ihe Archbishop of Dublin was 
represented by the Rev. R. J. Glennon. 

The coffins were borne on three fire 
engines, that contained the remains of Fire- 


pany, Dublin Brigade, 1.R.A., being draped 
in the tricolour, while the other two were 
covered with the city flags. A guard of 
honour of firemen comrades marched beside 
each coffin. A mass of wreaths and floral 
tributes was drawn on a huge dray. 

Thousands of people, standing ten deep on 
both sides of the streets, lined the three- 
mile route to Glasnevin, and the cemetery 
itself was tWronged with sympathisers 


at Pearse street for the third and last time 


being halted for a minute, while the mem- 
bers of the staff on duty paid their last 
respects. 

Solema Requiem Mass was presided over 
in Westland Row Church by the Most Rev. 
Dr. Wall, Bishop of Thasos. The celebrant 
wae the Rev. G. Gough, C.C., assisted by 
tne Rev. R: O'Reilly, C.C., as deacon; 
the Rev. J. Jones, C.C., as sub-deacon, and 
the Rev. P. J. Rafter, C.C., as Master of 
Ceremonies.

The main body of the insurgent Army 
is ready to move off, and in some cases 
positions have been taken up. General 
Franco himself has been carrying out a 
final tour of inspection, and has been con- 
ferring with his commanders on all the 
fronts surrounding the capital. 

The final positions from which the 
various insurgent armies will attack are 
not yet known, as it is possible that 
General Varella’s Army, operating to the 
south and south-west of Madrid, may be 
‘moved: to a more difficult sector of the 
front. Since it is mainly composed cf 
regulars, and is well equipped, it would 
be expected to carry all before it in its 
present position. 


MOUNTAIN FIGHTING 


General Varella’s Army has its right 
wing on the Toledo-Madrid road, and its 
left along the Talavera-Madrid road. 

Due west of Madrid an insurgent corps, 
under General Monasterio, is reported to 
be throwing back the Government troops 
on to the Sierra de Gredos. The deter- 
mined resistance of thcse defenders, how- 
ever, may possibly hold up the insurgent 
advance for a few days. An anti-Govern- 
ment column may be despatched from the 


south up ine road to San Martin in an 


endeavour to cut them off. The only 
obstacle to this movement is the forest in 
a bend of the River Alberche. 

It is understood, however, that General 
Monasterio’s orders are to attack the 
capital from the north-west through the 


_-Escorial region, thus linking up with

0-MORROW 
Terrorist strike 
cause of 2,500 casualties among Britons, 
Jews and Arabs alike, and thousands of 
‘pounds worth of damage in the past six 
months, will be at an end. 
The decision to call off the strike and 
the ‘‘ unrest ” it created was reached by 
the Arab Higher Committee last evening, 
following day-long meetings with the local 
Arab Committees, who agreed to accept 
the royal appeals for peace from three 
Arab rulers. 
To-day the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
flocked to places of worship, where special 
prayers of thanksgiving were offered up. 
The church bells of the Holy City tolled 
joyously. 


ARAB MANIFESTO 


A manifesto of the Arab Higher Com- 
mittee includes the following passages: 

“The Arab nation in Palestine declared 
a strike, and decided to continue it in view 
of the enormous dangers besetting the 
nation as the result of the present policy, 
and the fact that its political rights had 
been denied. 

“ The Arab nation has proved in an 
astonishing way to the entire world its 
strong conviction of the imperative need 
for an alteration of the present policy. 

“ But, because it is part of our inherited 
Arab traditions to comply with the wishes 
of the Arab kings and princes, and because 
the Higher Committee strongly believes 
that the latter would not bid their sons do 
this unless in their own interests and to 
safeguard the nation’s rights, the Higher 
Committee, realising the great benefit 
accruing from their intervention and 
support, calls on the Arabs to end the 
strike and unrest.’’ 

The manifesto concludes by expressing 
the highest appreciation of the ‘‘ glorious 
and historic stand made by the Arab 
nation, the heavy sacrifices they have 
made both of lives and property, and the 
unsurpass.ble perseverance and paticnce ”’ 
shown by the Arab people. 


PATROL ATTACKED 


The merchants are expecting a difficult 
‘situation when they are faced with de- 
mands for payment from their creditors 
upon the resumption of business. The 
banks will, however, probably come to 
their assistance. 

Acts of terrorism committed during last 
night included an attack upon a police 
and military patrol on the Nablus road, 
about six miles north of Jerusalem ; 
another attack upon the Jewish colony of 
Kiryat Anavim, ten miles west of 
Jerusalem and the destruction of 3,000 
orange trees in a Jewish grove on a coastal 
plain north of Jaffa. : 
Troops were rushed to the scene of the 
attack on the Jewish colony and the Arabs 
were dispersed. 

This morning a Jew was stoned and 
struck with sticks while on his way to the 
Wailing Wall. He was taken to hospital 
badly bruised and cut. 


HEBRON FINED £1,000 


The authorities imposed to-day a col- 
lective fine of £1,000 upon Hebron and 
day-long curfew for its collection. This 
followed the wounding of three privates of 
the 2nd Cameronians and one British con- 
stable in an engagement to the south of 
the city with successive attacks on an 
armoured car unit. 

These fierce encounters occurred on 
Friday night, but there have been a 
number of lawless acts even in the past 
24 hours. Last night, for instance, the 
billets of the Cameronians at Bethlehem 
were fired on. The troops inflicted two 
casualties among the attackers 

The British casualties in the engage- 
ment to the south of Hebron on Friday 
night occurred when the troops and police 
had to deal with ambushes ‘near the wind- 
ing narrow track at the foot of boulder- 
strewn hills. The locality afforded the 
Arabs excellent cover. Two Arabs were 
killed.

ROAD MINED 
Later, at least fifty Arabs made suc- 
cessive attacks on an armoured car unit 
returning to Hebron from Yatta. The 
cars were twice hit by a fairly heavy 
fusillade of shots.

post at Jaffa yesterday. Barrett, who was 
educated at St. Edmund’s, Canterbury, 
had been in the force two and a half 
vears.

HERE was a further «:velopment in 

regard to the League of Youth when, 
on Saturday, Mr. E. J. Cronin received 
notice from the Standing Committee of 
Fine Gael (United Ireland Party) that the 
offices previously occupied by the League 
at 3 Merrion Square, Dublin, would not 
in future be available to him; also, that 
Fine Gael would not be responsible for 
any expenses contracted by him or on his 
hehalf in connection w-th the League of 
Youth. Mr. Cronin left Dublin on 
Saturday for County Cork. 


THE STATEMENT 


Dr. O’Higgins, T.D., issued the follow- 
ing statement on Saturday evening :— 

‘I consider that neither the public in- 
terest nor the best interests of the League 
of Youth would be served by a public con- 
troversy regarding the internal affairs of 
the latter. I must, however, correct some 
statements in Commandant Cronin’s pub- 
lication. He states the proposals outlined 
by me are ‘ designed to dissolve, disrupt 
and destroy the whole League of Youth 
organisation by depriving it of the cohesive 
and disciplinary influences of the central 
control exercised by its National Council 
and Central Staff.’ 
“Far from desiring the dissolution or 
destruction of the League of Youth, the 
proposals are aimed at keeping. that 
organisation within each rarish, district 
and county, in exactly the same position 
as it. has been 1m the past. The County 
Directors may constitute a Central Council 
at any time. The Central Staff at head- 
quarters ceases to exist. That is the posi- 
tion. Is that a serious blow at the League 
of Youth? The Central Staff was a body 
designed to maintain discipline and effect 
cohesion ; but the truth is that it had been 
allowed to meet little more than six times 
in the past two vears, though it should 
have been called fortnightly. It thus be 
came inoperative and ineffective. Discipline 
and cohesion were lacking. That was 
admitted by all. Friction and suspicion 
were present. That, too, was admitted bv 
all. Some were prepared to make that 
state of affairs permanent, others of us felt 
that something had got to be done to save 
the League from hopeless drift and decay. 
The staff, which was never allowed to meet. 
and was studiousiy kept in the dark with 
regard to activities, is dissolved, and 
nothing else. Our aims were :— 


““(a) To oppose Communism. 
“ (b) To stand for free vote and free 
speech. 

“(c) To stand for the State, no matter 
who ruled. 
“The fence between legality and il- 
legality is too high to jump frequentir, 
and too thorny to sit on; every youth or- 
ganisation must be effectively controlled. 
I feel that the League of Youth will be 
far more effectively controlled and efh- 
ciently directed by the county directors 
functioning with direct. authority “rom 
the Standing Committee than heretofore. 
“There is just one other matter I must 
protest against; that is—the injustice of 
pulling in the name of John L. O'Sullivan 
as a stick to beat an opponent with. He 
shonld have been spared such usage 
under existing circumstances. He is, and 
has been, a very close friend of many of 
us on both sides; he should not now be 
used in a factionist spirit. John L. is 
one of the most prominent Fine Gae! 
leaders in West Cork; he is the leading 
League of Youth figure in the South; he 
is a member of the National Executive of 
Fine Gael. If, when a West Cork Con 
vention of Fine Gael meets, he is their 
nominee, there is no man I would he 
prouder to support; but, meantime, the 
ple of West Cork have sufficient intel- 
ligence, integrity and judgment to manage 
their own affairs without being pre- 
judiced or influenced from . without, and 
believe the best friends of Mr. John L.

VIENNA, Sunday. 
R. SCHUSCHNIGG, once considered 
the puppet of the all-powerful Prince 
Starhemberg, has emerged over the week- 
end as Austria’s strong man and virtual 
Dictator. 
. By two briefly-stated measures he has 
cleared the way to almost unlimited power. 
They are: | 
1. The dissolution of Prince Starhem- 
berg’s Heimwehr (the Fascist 
organisation which served the 
Prince as a semi-private army) and 
of all military and semi-military 
organisations, and 
2. An order that no member of the 
Cabinet may have any other bind- 
ing obligations, 
The two measures mean the total eclipse 
of Prince Starhemberg, who, less than a 
year ago, was himself considered to be 


well on the way to becoming Dictator of 
Austria, and certainly the power which 
kept Dr. Schuschnigg, a ‘‘mere figure- 
head,” at\his post as. Chancellor. 

Recognising the hopelessness of the 
situation, and ‘possibly fearing for his per- 
sonal safety, Prince Starhemberg has 
gone to Totis, in Hungary, ostensibly “ to 
hunt on the estate of Count Esterhazy.”’ 

Already banished from the Cabinet last 
May, the Prince could only counter the 
present measures by violence, but both 
police and army are loyal to Dt. 
Schuschnigg, and any attempt at resist- 
ance is. therefore, doomed to failure. 
Nevertheless, to avoid any risk of dis- 
orders, the entire Vienna police have been 
standing by over the week-end. 

Special guards are stationed outside a!l 

public buildings, and, as an additional 
safeguard, machine guns are in position 
outside the Chancellery, 
The new situation is a sequel to the 
civil war’’ between the two factions 
of the Heimwelr, the one led by Prince 
Starhemberg and the other by Major Fey, 
also a former “ strong man ” of Austria. 


PROBLEM SOLVED 

It removes a serious problem with 
which the Chancellor has been faced ever 
since Prince Starhemberg was deposed 
from office last May. The Government 
then ordered all private armies, in- 
cluding the Heimwehr, to be incorporated 
in a State militia, trained and supervised 
by the Regular Army. Its formation, 
however, was rendered virtually im- 
possible by an order from Starhemberg 
forbidding his supporters to join the 
newly-formed militia. 
Now with the entire Cabinet (including 
Prince Starhemberg’s Heimwehr - lieu- 
tenants — Major Baar-Baarenfels, the 
Vice-Chancellor, and Dr. Draxler, the 
Minister of Finance)—supporting him, 
Dr. Schuschnigg is free to enforce the 
changes which can only further strengthen 
his position. 
An admittance of complete defeat is 
made in a communiqué issued by the Press 
Bureau of Prince Starhemberg last night. 
It says: “The Council of the Heimwehr, 
under the chairmanship of Prince Star- 
hemberg, met for the last time, and de- 
cided to take cognisance of the dissolution 
decree. All comrades are informed that 
the Heimwehr has ceased to exist. Thanks 
are expressed to Dr. Draxier for his work 
in the Government.”

CALL TO ACTION

HE second round of the battle of 

strength between the Government and 

its turbulent Communist supporters has 

been won by Blum, the Prime 

Minister, this week-end on the question of 

‘‘Communist Sunday.” Further tussels, 
however, loom on the horizon. 

Yesterday the Communists, who had 
planned, first 127, then 56, meetings in 
Alsace and Lorraine, on the German fron- 
tier, agreed to reduce them to ten— 
although only at the eleventh hour, as 
they did not believe that M. Blum would 
continue to defy their threats. 

This is the second time that they have 
‘‘ climbed down.” On the previous occa- 
sion M. Blum succeeded in persuading 
them to drop the sliding-wage scale in the 
Devaluation Bill after the scheme had 
been thrown out by the Senate. 


‘OVATION AT LENS 


Yesterday three meetings were held 
almost without incident, and attempted 
gatherings by Communists at other points 
was quickly and effectively dealt with by 
the police and Mobile Guards. The other 
seven meetings were held to-day, but no 
incidents were reported. 

Apart from these meetings the main 
centre of political interest in France to- 
day was at Lens, where M. Blum received 
a tremendous ovation from a crowd of 
80,000 who had come from all parts of 
the north to hear him. It was stated 
that this was the biggest gathering seen 
in those parts for years. 

In other parts of the country Radical- 
Socialists, whose vital yearly congress is 
being held in ten days’ time, were also 
addressing the electors with significant 
warnings that they “ are supporting the 
Popular Front programme of social re- 
forms, but that stay-in-strikes and general 
unrest cannot go on.” |

A BELFAST family were trapped in 
their blazing house at Turin 
street, off the Grosvenor road, in the early 
hours of yesterday morning. Three died

THE ALARM 


Shortly after midnight a neighbour, 
Robert Hastings, who resides next door, 
smelt something burning, and —— 
his own house on fire got out of be 
immediately. Going into the street he 
found the lower portion of the house next 
door well alight, and immediately raised 
the alarm. Other neighbours came on the 
scene, and one of them brought a short 
ladder which they placed against the first 
floor window. The occupants of the house 
were in a state of semi-suffocation. They 
tried to get down the stairs, but were 
forced back by fire and smoke. Several 
of the neighbours went up the ladder and 
assisted them to reach the street. The 
Fire Brigade arrived shortly after. 

The lower portion of the house was 
burning like an inferno, and it w. : stated 
that one of the children was stil] in the 
burning building. 


SMOULDERING BED 


Station Officer O'Neill, of the Fire 
Brigade, forced his way into a backroom, 
where he found the eight-year-old child, 
Elsie Molyneaux. semi-conscious in bed, 
the clothing of @iich was smouldering. 
The child was immediately removed in the 
ambulance to the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
a short distance away, but she died an 
hou. after admission. 

A young man, Victor Morrow (25), of 
76 Turin street, who was assisting in the 
rescue work, was overcome by heat and 
fumes, and had to be treated in hospital 
for burns and shock. He was able to pro- 
ceed home later. 


IN FLAMES 


Robert Hastings, interviewed yesterday, 
stated that he smelt something burning 
about, 12.30 yesterday morning. “ I imme- 
diately got up,”, he said, “ as I thought 
my own house was on fire. I could find 
nothing amiss downstairs, but there was 
still a strong smell of burning and -some 
smoke, and I concluded it was the house 
next door. I hurried out into the street 
and kicked the front door of No. 27, and 
eventually forced it open. The whole of 
the bottom part of the house was in 
flames and the staircase also. 

“There were a couple of bicycles and 
prams in the hall, and I pulled these into 
the street and tried to get up the stairs, 
but I was forced back. me other neigh- 
bours arrived, and one of them got a 
small ladder. I think Mrs. Molyneaux 
forced her way down the blazing stairs, 
and she was terribly burned.

tiormal and natural change, and a quali- 
fied optician can soon provide the requisite 
correction. But the best spectacles in the 


world are of little avail in a bad light, and: 


many people have not the faintest idea 
what an enormous difference to their 
comfort an increase in illumination 
and a re-arrangement of light sources 
can make, So many hours of 
spring, autumn and winter have to be 
spent under artificial lighting, that it is 
well worth while considering “this matter 
seriously, though no “' serious”’ trouble 
or cost is involved in attending to it- 
Light can be measured as easily as heat. 
In. summer daylight, out of doors, the sun 
gives us an illumination equal to 10,000 
‘* foot-candles ’’—the foot-candle being 
the usual basis of measurement, like the 
“ degree ” of a thermometer. Inside a 
room, near the window, the illumination 
at the same season falls to about 200 
foot-candles. We do not complain of this 
beautiful natural lighting, or say that it 
is too strong; and yet, surprising though 
it may seem, it is a fact that in our homes 
we often read and work after daylight has 
gone under a light of only five foot- 
candles, sometimes even less than that! 
Need we wonder that eyes growing old 
resent such careless, casual treatment, 
and close now and then for the relief of 
a few moments’ rest? Or that even young
